Tho fact that milk contains the 
three principal food groups, viz., 
carbo-hydrates, fat and. meat, 
makes it one of tho few really 
"{doal” foods. It is a combina- 
tion, as it were, of flour, fat and 
meat, in:suth 2 form as to maku 
theso three articles as casily 
digestible as possible. Mforcover, 
fresh milk as well.as sour milk 
and the milk-containing fats of 
butter, abound in vitamines—pre- 
cfous substances. without . which, 
proper dieting and. normal de- 
velopment would be quite im- 
possible. Secing ‘that milk, in 
addition to all that, has always 
beon one of the cheapest foods, it 
fg not surprising to note that its 
uso has slways’ been largely a4- 
socated In the interest of public 
haalth, especially in the shape of 
“milk broakfasts” for school chil- 
dren. Tho Soci¢ty for the Preven 
tion of exceasive Infant Mortality 
and for the Uso of Milk as a popu. 
inx Food has put tho same aim 
before it.: : 


\ Some school medical officera 
have sinco maintained the | view 
that too much milk was given to 
children and that the effects had 
been harmful. That thia view was 
mistaken, became’ -abundantly 
clear during the war years when 
school children throughout Ger- 
many were underfed in conse-! 
quence of the existing milk short- 
age, Subsequently, when  sufil- 
clont quantities of.mtlk were mora 
available, the effects on these 
undarfed children were quits as- 
toniahing. They regained new 
vitality like withered. flowers 
placed into water. If we desiro 
to emphasize the value of ‘milk'as 
a mufn and aa‘a supplementary

Publie interant is ‘once again’ 


contred on the allempt‘of the U.S, 
Federal Reserve Board to bring 
under control the almort un- 
paralleled speculation on the New 
York Stock Exchange. A tele- 
gram yesterday slated that the 
Board had had a conference with 
the Governors of twelve Reserve 
Banks, as a result of which a 
warning has heen issued’ to mem- 
ber Banks that unless’ they volun- 
tarily comply with the previous 
request for co-operation in res- 
training the use of ' Federal 


‘| Reserve credit for speculation, the 


Board may adopt other methods to 
enforce compliance in order to re- 
lease credit for the use of trade. 
It remajns.to be seen-whether this 
development will have any effect 
Much will de- 
pend, of course, on what these 
contemplated “other methods’ 
may he. fy 

Tt wag in February last that the 
Board issued an unusually strong 
warning to speculators in their 
of indirectly drawing 
upon the resources of the reserve 
system. Previously the Board 
maintained in general that it could: 
at best do no more than exert some 
measure of supervision over the 
total volume of reserve bank credit 
being used: and could not direct 
the flow. of such credit into speci- 
fie channels. By its warning, 
however, it. presented a new point 
of view and said: “A member 
bank is not within its rensonable

The great advantage of treat: 
‘ment b¢ ulfra-violet rays lies in 
their effect upon the dlgod. 

Besides the ordinary red corpus- 
eléz (the tiny dises which give the 
blood its characteristic colour) 
there are a minority of small white 
cells flouting in’ it. The first 
mijsht be compared with the mer- 
chant navy, Which carries cargoes 
of oxygen.” The second, flying the 
white ensign .which repels and 
destroys invading microbes 

Ultra violet rays, acting on the 
blozd-veasels of the ekin, stimulate 
the body so as greatly to increase 
the numbcr of these cells. 

“How they do it is still a mystery. 
They can penetrate only a minute 
fraction of an inch into the body, 
so dt is impossiile for them to have 
uny direct action upon the deeply 
situated organs which normally 
contro) such an increase, But we 
know that. they are capable’ of 
causing profound chemical changes 
din inanimate substances.

weeks, This Season fs an Innova- 
tion. for Berlin: :The- object of it 
4s‘ to. provide tho great hoat .of 
forcign visitors who spend some 
time in Germany and Berlin in 
May and dune ag imposing. a sur- 
Voy as possible of what Berlin can 
offer as a mustenl and theatrical 
centre. It fs naturally alao ° of 
t importance for the 
artists and for the artistic institu. 
tions in Berlin to obtain’ this 
survey once & year, to be stimulat- 
ed. by festival performance once a 
year to maximum efforta and to 
bo compelled ‘to rise above the 
everyday level, . 


With a. view to rendering ‘the 

erlin Season of 1929 particularly 
attractive to the international 
public and at the same time mect- 
ing a long cherished but «a0 ' far 
unfulfilled wish of the inhabitants 
of Berlin; tho services Pf Arturo 
Tosennini, whom’ many ‘regard ag 
the grentest conductor of * our! 
times, have’ been’ aecured: for 
series of five or six porforniances 
by the opera company from the 
Scala, Milan, whichwill take lace 
between the 22nd and 3st fay. 
Toscanini will bring the whole of 
the soloists from the Scala with: 
him and also: tho orchestra’ which 
numbers 110 .executanta, ' the 
powerful chorus nnd part of the. 
famous. corps de ballet.. It-is not 
yet quite certain what works will
